One of the AARA’s Senior 
Members became a SK on Sunday, 
June 11th at 6:00 AM. Stu, as he 
was called, was loved by all that 
met him. I probably knew him 
somewhat more than any other 
member of the club. After his wife, 
Merrill passed away, Stu would go 
to the local Burger King each 
morming for his “biscuit and 
coffee”, he did this almost every 
day for years and the employees 
had given him the nickname 
“Pops”, they knew him so well they 
would have his order waiting when 
he reached the register. I started 
meeting him there two or three 
times a week and got to know him 
very well. He would tell me about 
his younger years, coming up thru 
the depression, working building 
cotton gins, serving in the US. 
Coast Guard in the Gulf during 
WWII, selling carpet with Sears, 
and managing a chain of Canal 
service stations. He was a truly 
amazing person and fun to be 
around. The only persons he did 
not care for were those who would 
mistreat old people, children, or 
animals. 

Stu served a AARA President 
back in the 1980’s and stayed very 
much involved in just about every 
event up until the time he started 
having medical problems. 

When the club purchased the 
AMOS van, Stu wanted the job of 
taking care of the vehicle along 
with Calvin KDS5JCT. These two 
guys did most of the carpentry 
work, mechanical work. I don’t 
know how many trips Stu made to 
Duson to work on the van, but it 
was a lot. Before it was used for a 
event, Stu and Cal would give it a 
checkout. Everything had to be just 
“so-so”. Stu was very meticulous 
on every detail, especially the 
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bent out of shape. 

Stu was an Extra Class Licensed 
operator and operated a Ten-Tec 
Corsair with a 60 foot tower, hazer 
and tri-bander beam. I have seen 
him jump in a DX pile-up and get 
right in there and make the contact, 
amazing! 

His only son, Ed Rohner is 
making arrangements to have 30 
foot of the tower donated to the 
Children’s Museum of Acadiana 
with the stipulation that a plaque be 
presented to the museum in honor 
of Stu, the rest will go to the AARA 
for sale or used for some non profit 
organization.

The latest issue of the LA Section Net Newsletter is now available at www.laarrl.org/ 
netnews.html The ability to send and receive formal written messages via one or more 
modes is a fundamental skill that every emcomm minded amateur should possess. 
Although you can learn much by reading about the subject, you have to do it on a 
reasonably regular basis to be a competent traffic handler. As pointed out in the ARRL's 
Public Service Communications Manual, a primary objective of the National Traffic 
System (NTS) in general, and our section's traffic nets in particular, is training amateur 
operators to handle written traffic and participate in directed nets. 

At the risk of belaboring the importance of traffic handling, I want to quote from another 
League publication, The Radio Amateur's Operating Manual: "...Although message 
handling is as old an art as amateur radio itself, there are still many amateurs who do not 
know how to handle a message and have never done so. Thorough familiarity with traffic 
handling is the mark of an all-around operator, even though he may devote most of his time 
to other amateur pursuits. No amateur's operating education is complete unless he is a 
capable traffic handler. Traffic work need not be a complicated or time-consuming activity 
for the casual or occasional message handler. Amateurs may participate in traffic work to 
whatever extent they wish. The basics of traffic handling are simple and easy for any 
operator to conquer." Even though these words were written over 35 years ago, they are 
still 
relevant today.
